CHICAGO Cf) — All tests in con­ 
nection with the stomach ailment 
that struck a dozen Oklahoma foot­ 
ball players last week have proven 
negative for chemical, metallic or 
narcotic poisoning, Dr. Herman N. 

Chicago health director 
said today. 
The players became ill Thursday 
night at dinner in a Chicago night 
club. They were able to play in 
Saturday’s game which Northwest­ 
ern won 45-13. Bundesen said: 
"W e have completed tests of the 
food the players consumed at the 
Chez Paree nightclub and also the 
stomach contents of one stricken 
player and the urine and blood of 
two other stricken players. All the 
tests were negative for chem ical, 
m etallic or narcotic poisoning, 
"The stricken players were in­ 
terviewed and one reported he felt 
‘rocky’ on the bus ride from Evan s­ 
ton to the Chez Paree. Two said 
they became nauseated after eating 
a fruit cocktail at the night club. 
Tests of the cocktails were nega­ 
tive."

Th e n ew radiation belt is closer 
to th e earth th an th e tw o pre- 
v oiusly discov ered V an Alien belts 
an d 11 I® n ot a s th ick. 
“ You w ouldn ’t w an t to orbit a 
satellite a t th at altitude, an d if 
y ou did it would get p retty con ­ 
ta m in a te d,” said D r. Joh n Sim p­ 
son , U n iv ersity of C h icago ph y si­ 
cist. 
But sin ce th e th ird belt is on ly 
310 m iles th ick, h e added, it w ould 
m ean “ just a flick of th e m e te r” 
as a space v eh icle sh ot th rough 
it. It sta rts 1,000 m iles abov e th e 
earth . 
Th e outerm ost Van Allen belt— 
th ey a re n am ed for th eir discov ­ 
erer, D r. Ja m e s Van Allen of th e 
U n iv ersity of Io w a —ex ten ds from 
8 ,000 m iles to 12,000 m iles abov e 
th e earth .
